remember reading about not 
eating raw eggs. My son has 
narvous trouble. He is 50 and 
vary thin, and although Die 
doctors do not tell him to eat 
raw eggs, he mixed about 
fqqr of them with instant 
breakfast. - Mrs. C.H.M. 

I don’t make a big tiling of 
it, but raw eggs can be 

harmful — not just because 

they are raw eggs, but 
because raw egg is one of the 
bast materials for raising 
germs. They are, for ex¬ 

ample, used in large numbers 
cultivating germs later used 
for vaccines. 

Therefore, if a shell is 
cracked, such germs as salm¬ 
onella can get in and flourish. 
It may not happen often, but 
>i| can happen, and as an 


ordinary precaution, I )ust 
don't'eat raw eggs. Or if it's 
egg nog, I buy tbe pasteurized 
kind. /

Edmonton*Area Lender: 


Study of Youth Habits 
Initiated by the Young 


EDMONTON (CP - The 
controversial study of youth 
habile was planned by young 
people and not by the federal 
government, according to Bill 
S t u e b i ng, Edmonton-area 
leader for Youth Culture 1871 
Study. 

He said die study proposed 
by the government was ori¬ 
ginally to be cnducted 
among alienated youth. 

“However, the leaders took 
issue and suggested a com* 
prehensive study on all types 
of youth in order to learn and 
understand youth culture as 
the assumption has iieen 
made that such a culture 
exists.’,’ 

Slushing said the major 
reason for any kind of study 
was a government concern 
over “the precipitous increase 
of suicide among young 
people.” 

The study has been criti* 
< ued, with charges that 
Health Minister John Munro 
is ecting like a superspy in 
young people. Questions were 
raised in t h e Commons 
Thursday. 

Stuebing, who attended a 
week-long training seminar in 
May in Ottawa, said leaders 
drew up statements that 
ensure RCMP would not have 
access to information col¬ 
lected. 

Stuehing, a graduate sociol¬ 
ogy student at the University 
of Alberta, said several hund¬ 
red young people in the

CHICAGO (UPI) — 
Secret service agents 
and local authorities 
were checking Friday 
into the past of a man 
killed in a shootout with 
police to try and deter¬ 
mine whether he may 
have come to Chicago in 
an attempt to assassinate 
President Nixon. 

James E. Beavers. 47, 
Squires, W. Va., was slain 
Thursday by police in duwn- 
lowp Chicago, about three 
hours before the president 
arrived at Meigs Field 
about one mile from the 
scene of the shootout. Beavers 
was earning two .32-calibre 
revolvers when killed. 

Gerald Warren, deputy 
White House press secretary, 
said tiie secret service “can 
find no connection” between 
President Nixon's visit ai 
the shooting of Beavers. How¬ 
ever, agents were continuing 
“to look into his (Beavers') 
past.” 

Beavers’ sister, Mrs. Wal¬ 
ter Chamber* of Squire, said 
her brother was a former 
mental patient who was 
known to be violent. He was 
also a constant critic of the 
president, she said. 

Mrs. Chambers also said 
her brother was a Second 
World War veteran, and was 
tiied in 1950 for the murder 
of ner husband, Ely Herley. 
She said Beavers always 
talked of guns and killing 
lieople. He was arrested on a 
weapons charge in Bluefieki, 
W. Va., a month ago.

WOSTOK, Alta. (CP) - A 
severe thunderstorm rip|>ed 
through this village 45 miles 
northeast of Edmonton Fri¬ 
day, shifting buildings, tear¬ 
ing down puwer lines, break¬ 
ing windows and uprooting 
trees.

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Income Tax Prospects 


P RIME MINISTER TRUDEAU deserves credit 
for being more frank about taxation prospect* 
than Ms minister of finance. The message from the 
prime minister Is plainly that for those who must 
pay income tax, It’s going up. Finance Minister 
Edgar Benson, on the other hand, happens to 
manage to give the impression that It’s going 
down. 

Thu* we have Mr, Benson, in a summary of 
tax reform legislation, saying that In 1972 "all 
taxpayers claiming the married exemption and 
with Income solely from wages and salaries will 
pay less tax than at present Taxpayers who claim 
the single exemption and have only employment 
Income will pey less tax on Income* under $8,000. 
No single-status taxpayer above this level will have 
a tax increase of more than 178 on his employment 
Income." 

The stress is on income only from wages and 
salaries, and the reader is gently reminded in a 
succeeding paragraph that "the Income base Is 
broadened to Include capital gains and a number of 
other items.,." 

But from here we can go on to Mr. Benson’s 
budget speech, and what appears at first sight to 
be a promise of declining Income taxation: 

"... I am pleased to inform the House that 
under the tax reform we shall be able to make 
progressive reductions In tax rates applying to all 
Individual taxpayers during the years through to 
1978. 

"In my opening remarks, I recalled the 
undertaking given to the Commons committee and 
confirmed many time* since, that revenues 
produced under tax reform as such will not exceed 
the total that Would be produced if the present 
system were to remain in effect. Through the 
maturing of capital gains taxation, the closing of 


loopholes, and the higher elasticity of revenues 
under the new system, substantial additional 
revenues would be generated as compared with the 
present system. Tax reform envisages that these 
additional revenues shall be returned to the 
taxpayers. 

"If any changes are needed to meet new 
economic and social conditions, government will be 
required to Justify them in seeking legislative 
authority from Parliament. 

"I am thus proposing a rate schedule In the 
tax reform legislation providing for progressive 
reductions in basic personal tax rates. This will be 
of increasing benefit to all Canadians, particularly 
those in the lower lncome brackets. Specifically, 
the federal rate of 17 per cent of the first $500 of 
taxable income will be reduced in each of the years 
1973 to 1978 to reach a 6 per cent rat* at the end 
of that period." 

‘If* is a most Important word in this text — 
"IF any changes are needed to meet new economic 
and social conditions.” 

So Mr, Trudeau acknowledges. Hi* first 
budget comment is that a million citizens will be 
taken off the tax rolls but this will coat the other 
taxpayer* more. And that if Canadians want the 
government to do more for the poor and families 
with children ("and we've done it") they have to 
face the consequences, as does the government at 
the next election (“which I hope will be a long time 
away"), 

So much for Mr. Benson's ability to make 
progressive reductions in tax rates for all 
individual taxpayers until 1978. As municipal 
taxpayers have sometimes found when their 
taxable assessments have been raised and their mill- 
rates reduced or held steady, it's not the rate that 
counts, but the take. 



But Many Said Yes 


L AST DECEMBER, in a move which Alderman 
Peter Pollen suggested was Intended to em¬ 
barrass people Interested in good and sound de¬ 
velopment, Victoria city council asked the taxpay¬ 
ers if they were willing to spend $2,000,000 on In¬ 
ner Harbor property. Invited to vote on a pig in 
a poke, the property owners predictably said no— 
though not as emphatically as some other members 
at the council probably had hoped. More than 42 
per cent said yes. 

A similar tactic has Just been used in 
Vancouver, where opposition has built up to a 
major hotel-and-apartment development at the 
entrance to Stanley Park. The ratepayers — but 
not Vancouver's massive population of apartment 
dWellers, of course, for tenant* are excluded from 
money referendum* — were asked if they would be 
willing to spend $9,000,000 to buy and develop as 
park the 14.5-acre site. In this case an even more 
surprising proportion — 51.5 per cent — voted in 
fsvor of paying a steep and possibly exaggerated 
price to prevent the private development, but not 
the 60 per cent required for passage. 

In both cases the public has been left to 
wonder what Jhe results would have, been If the 


voters had been asked In a straightforward way to 
express their views, for the guidance of the 
councils, on proposed private development. That 
they weren’t, In our opinion, is pretty tricky. 

But perhaps one should be thankful that 
neither council has shown signs of being as 
diabolically clever, in devising a plan to secure a 
desired referendum result, as The Oregonian, of 
Portland. w 

The Oregonian Vuggests that instead of closing 
schools in May to save money, the Portland school 
board should have decided to close the schools 
during all of next January, following on the 
Christmas vacation: "Think of It, 75,000 kids 
cooped up tn Portland homes with about 35,000 
moms during 40 rainy days." 

The board could then schedule a $50 billion 
operational levy a week later, the paper concludes, 
and the measure would lie approved by a nine to 
one margin, with all surviving parents casting a 
solid affirmative vote. 

If anyone can figure out a similar method of 
influencing parks - acquisition referendum*, the 
Victoria and Vancouver councils had better watch 
out. • 


Police BruUdity P rote tied 


France in Trouble with the Law 


A UNIVERSITY lecturer's 
allegation* of police bru¬ 
tality are causing serious 
embarrassment to President 
Georges Pompidou's govern¬ 
ment. 

The 31-year-old lecturer, 
who was escorting an injured 
d e monstrator to hoapital, 
claims he waa brutally aa- 
•aulted in a police van for 
naarly an hour. He alleges 
thst he was beaten with s 
truncheon and potfea -removed 
his trousers and pullsd st his 
testicles. Another allegation is 
that h# was pushed from the 
moving vehicle. 

The case occurred st Whit¬ 
sun, Just ss the government 
waa trying to improve die 
tarnished image of the 
French police. During recent 
weeks protests have been 
mounting from all sides 
against wanton police brutal¬ 
ity often directed against 
imwcent bystanders. The lat- 
aat affair ha* been given 
exceptional publicity because 
the victim also happens to be 
a Journalist on the staff of the 
scientific review Recherche* 
and an occasional contributor 
to the left-wing weekly Nouvel 
Obeerveteur.

Hie government is highly 
ssnsitive about the unfavor¬ 
able Impact on public opinion 
and has been taking great 
paina to hush up the affair. 
Senior officials of the Minis¬ 
try of the Interior even made 
a surprise appearance at the 
Nouvel Observateur to per¬ 
suade Ms editor not to publi¬ 
cize the lecturer's experiences 
at the hand of the police. 

This time the government 
faces a virtually united front 
of Journalists' unions and 
newspapers a 11 protesting 
against polios excesses, A full 
Investigation ha* baen prom- 
laad but In the peat ■ such 
inquiries appear to have 
petered out without any defin¬ 
ite findings. In any ease, 
daspite numerous incident*, 
no sanctions against police 
officers found guilty at Im¬ 
proper behavior have ever 
been made publis.

The government, including 
President Pompidou, has 
always tried to minimize 
brutality charges, largely, it 
ia believed, to prevent a 
deterioration of the already 
shaky police morale. The new 
case involving the lecturer 
has aroused such widespread 
protests that the government 
will find it increasingly diffi¬ 
cult to continue eluding its 
responsibilities. 

Alain Jaubert, a biology 
teacher at Vincennes Univer¬ 
sity, says that after family 
lunch in Montmartre he found 
himself in a crowd largely 
composed of people who had 
Just finished demonstrating 
for the independence of the 
French West Indies. Feeling 
concerned about a man with a 
head injury Jaubert offered to- 
accompany him to hoapital in 
a polios van. 

He identified himself as a 
Journalist to the police officer 
in charge who agreed that he 
should escort the injured 
man. Jaubert* story and the 
official police report agree up 
to this point. 

In his account in the Nouvel 
Observateur, Jaubert alleges 
that he waa hurled from the 
van when he tried to protect 
the injured man from tlie 
■blow* of a policeman. He 
found himself prostrate in the 
road surrounded by 15 to 20

policemen. One man who 
seemed to be an officer 
stamped on his head. 

Jaubert says he was made 
to stand up hut he could not 
see clearly because of the 
blood in his eyes. The police¬ 
men formed a ring around 
him and t>egan hitting him. "I 
became a sort of punching 
ball,” he says, “catapulted 
from one man to the next." 
His ordeal stopi>ed only when 
bystanders protested and 
someone shouted: "StopI 
You're going to kill him." 
Jaubert fainted as he fell to 
tlie ground hitting his head on 
the pavement. 


He next remembers lying 
on the floor of a police van 
with five or six policemen 
holding him down with their 
feet. “I had boot* on my face, 
my neck, my chest, on my 
stomach," he writes.' “After a 
minute I could no longer 
breathe, I was stifling and I 
tried to free my face.” When 
hs tried to reason with the 
policemen, ixiinting out that 
he was a journalist who had 
come in the van on his own 
free will they replied with 
insults. 

Journalist* were bastards, 
they-shouted at him. “You’ll 
pay for the others,” they said. 
“We’ll do you in." 


Double Check 


Hie hospital was only a faw 
hundred yard* from tha spot 
where Jaubert originally 
entered the van but the 
Journey took nearly an hour. 
Ha pas finally handed over to 
the hoapital authorities and 
after treatment taken to a 
*i>ecial ward which is under 
polipe control. 

The |K)llce version is hardly 
credible. It was Jaubert, 
according t o the official 
report, who assaulted the 
policemen in the van. Ha 
“even; damaged their 
clothes,” the report says. 
When the van slowed down 
Jaubert is said to have tried 
to escape by Jumping from 
the vehicle. He was slightly 
hurt as he fell in the road. 
The lecturer, the report says, 
waa in a state oi acute 
excitement and police wars 
obliged to use force to 
overpower him and bring him 
back into the van. 

The resected newspaper Le 
Monde commented that by 
hushing up this affair tha 
government would be doing a 
disservice to tha police as a 
whole, to the judicial system 
and to the authority of tha 
state. By sticking to the 
fiolioe version, the paper said, 
the government would only 
worsen the atmosphere of 
distrust and increase tension 
in the country.

“IKTOliMAL disposal action 
will be taken through 
Crown Assets Disposal Corp¬ 
oration.” 

That’s what it said — that 
and nothing more — in a 
report filed with the House of 
Commons by Privy Council 
president Allan MaoEachen, 
in response to an order of 
Parliament that the govern¬ 
ment explain what was hap¬ 
pening to an approximate 
$1,000,000 worth of furniture 
the transport department has 
been using. 

Using, that is, until tha 
department, under a 10-year 
$26,564,727 rental lease, began 
planning a move into a new 
gleaming multi-miiliun-<Jollar 
high-rise commercial office 
complex, and buying 
$1,000,000 worth of new'Ricni* 
ture to match, fittingly, what 
Transport confessed, coyly, 
would be Its “new modern 
arrangements.”

If $1,000,000 worth of new 
furniture waa required, it had 
to follow in the name of 
common sense that it must be 
replacing what had been, 
initially, $1,000,000 worth of 
old furniture. 

The whole departmental kit 
and kaboodle of furnishings 
was not being discarded; 
only, explained Transport, 
that which needed replacing 
because of “obsoleteness and 
incompatibility” with the slick 
new setting of its posh, high- 
rise, high-rent office*. 

Hie old stuff couldn't have 
been all that bad, because 
Transport had been making 
do with it, and that penny- 
pinching Newfoundlander, de¬ 
partmental boss Don Jamie¬ 
son was finding some of It ptHI 
serviceable enough to haul 
along with him. 

That, at first glance, was

Charisma Has Its Limits

W HAT price ohariama? 

After more titan a decade of living 
with romantic, charismatic leaders like JFK, 
Pierre Elliott Trudeau, and New York Mayor 
John V- lindsay, the question arises a* to 
whether North American society ia on Che 
verge of having had it* fill of the [xrfitieal 
magic called charisma. 

Perha{*» the moat disillusioning example 
of ctuiriwna on this side of U» Atlantic ia the 
handsome Mr. Lindsay, whom fate has 
chosen to preside helplessly over the 
dramatic decline of a great city. 

Six yeara ego, Mr. Lindsay was elected, 
following a campaign carefully patterned on 
the techniques that brought Mr. Kennedy to 
the White House. There was much hope, 
perhaps too much, as if Mr. Lindsay's good 
looks and elagant style could solve New 
York's massive problems. 

A visit to New York today and a talk 
with a few of Gotham’a residents who were 
once strong Undsay supporter provides 
quite a contrast with the halcyon days of 1966 
when New Yorkers believed they had found a 
cure-all in their own city-size JFK. 

Not only have things not improved during 
Mr. Lindsay’s tenure, but the situation is 
really worse In almost every area from 
pollution and crime to just plain morale. The 
let-down is all the worse because the 
charisma of Mr. Lindsay promised so much. 

Outside of being entranced with his own 
boyishly handsome TV image, Mr. Lindsay's 
main burden is that his charismatic aura has 
hindered him from making those hard 
political and social decisions needed to meet 
the challenge of urban life in the U.8. After 
all, how can a charismatic, political 
Isohengrin soil his charisma with the wheel¬ 
ing and dealing necessary to get things done? 

Chicago’s Mayor Richard Daley is no 
Lohengrin, and he haa no hope of getting to 
the White House as Mr. Lindsay does. But it 
is generally conceded that the rough and 
tumble Mr. Daley runs Chicago infinitely 
better titan Mr. Undsay runs New York. 

In Washington, there is no longer the 
threat of charisma. Richurl Nixon is a run-of- 
the-mill politician who has come up the 
political ladder thanks to hard work and 
gritty, if somewhat non-idealistic, endurance. 


As with Mayor Daley, there is nothing 
charismatic about this Poor Richard. 

Mr. Nixon often finds himaalf subjected 
to criticism about the Vietnam war, but the 
anti-Nixon news media in the U.S. generally 
neglect to mention that one of the grand, 
heroic gestures of JFK was to send U.B. 
fighting troops to Vietnam for the first time. 
In contrast, Mr. Nixon has [Hilled a quarter- 
of-a-millton of troogpr^out of that Asian 
quagmlra since coming to power in 1969. 

Perhaps it is just coincidental that tha 
campaigns creating the Trudeau and Undsay 
imagsa ware patterned after the I960 
Kennedy campaign. It may also be purely 
coincidental that Mr. Undaay and Mr. 
Trudeau were both listed among the world’s 
top 10 sexiest man by the London Daily 
Sketch. Yet there are other things which Unk 
Mr. Trudeau and Mr. Undsay. 

The heroic, dramatic gestures of tha 
Trudeau government have not been able to 
solve Canada's economic and unity problems. 

The tour of Russia was colorful, but 
Canada's unemployed are not likely to 
receive jobs due to Soviet-Canadian trade. 
Nearly 70 per cent of Canada’s exports go to 
the U.S., and during the last three years the 
Trudeau government has neglected Canada’s 
economic interest* south of the border (to the 
point where the provinces, including Queiiea, 
are dealing with Wall Street as If they were 
inde|jendent states). 

Nevertheless, it is still a fact that 
charisma has not been eliminated at a 
political force in North America. 

In s[»i(* uf Cuba and Vietnam, JFK ia 
stall revered by many Americana and Cana¬ 
dian* (tiie Kennedy grave in Arlington ceme¬ 
tery is a means for Canadian tourists). 

Mr. Trudeau still seems to he popular In 
Canada despite unemployment and the 
stagnant Canadian economy. 

Thera are even some rare New Yorkers 
who still are charmed by Mr. Undsay. 

As long as people seek after a romantic 
image there will always he opportunities for 
the charismatic leader. Yet in the present 
pariod, with both Canada and the U.S. beset 
by serious problems, Mr. Trudeau may 
discover that the value of charisma has its 
limits.

He has tried weaving and 
carpentry but both impose 
rules and restrictions. 

“He's on his own with 
clay,” Hensen said, “and 
what he does with it is just as 
important as what anybody 
else does. This is a reward in 
itself." 

Hensen and studio owner 
Kent MacLeod, a former 
volunteer worker with Young 
Life, plan to hold special 
classes for children, for the 
mentally and physically 
handicapped and for inmates 
of William Head, minimum 
security institution. They also 
plan a summer camp on 
primitive pottery in Met- 
chosin. 

Country Aim 

Hensen attended Leicester 
College of Art in his native 
city for five years, specializ¬ 
ing in ceramics. He taught in 
schools of art and adult 
education centres for seven 
years in London and the 
Midlands. 

He Anally felt he had to 
leave the "tiny island over¬ 
flowing with people and ma¬ 
chines” because he’s a 
country boy at heart.

Bus Strike Leaves 
Old Folks at Home 


Hormone Can Regulate 
Fertility in Females 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - 
A team of scientists announ¬ 
ced Thursday it has dis¬ 
covered and synthesized a 
brain hormone that regulates 
female human and animal 
fertility. 

Tulane Medical Centre in 
' New Orleans, La., where the 
project began 10 years ago, 
hailed the discovery as the 
"biggest news” since scien¬ 
tists began searching for 
fertility stimulators and birth 
control substances. 

Dr. A. V. Schally, who 
headed the team, made the 
- announcement at the annual 
meeting of the Endocrine 
Society. 

The homnone, a protein, ts 
the one which releases the 
lutenizing hormones which 
control ovulation. As such, 
Schally said, it could greatly 
increase reproduction of 
humans and all other mam¬ 
mals. It also could be used to 
control births if injected early 
in a womm'i menstrual 
cycle, to prevent ovulation — 
release of the egg. To stimu¬ 
late fertility, the synthetic, 
called LN-RN, would be in¬ 


jected later in the cycle, he 
said. 

Also he said, he is hopeful 
now that an antagonist to the 
hormone can be found 
through further research to 
produce the opposite reaction 
and serve as the first birth 
control substance free of 
undesirable side effects. 

It will be two or three years 
liefore the new fertility syn¬ 
thetic can be distributed to 
the public, Schally said. He 
said testing in the U.S. must 
be started now by the Food 
and Drug Administration.

Peace in Vietnam and throughout the world will 
nol route until North Americans make up their minds 
i hat peace is their "number one priority," a Victoria 
observer to a world peace conference said Thursday. 


Mr*. Hilary Brown told a 
public meeting aijonaured t>y 
the Social Resijonsibility 
Committee of the Unitarian 
Church that north Amerioens 
“still don’t have their minds 
made up that pence is the 
number one priority,” while 
Europeans were much surer 
about this. 

Mrs. Brown attended a five- 
« lay conference of the World 
Council for Peace held in 
Dudu|jest (rum May J3 to 
May 17 as an observer from 
the Canadian Voice of 
Women. 

She believed, she said, tiiat 
peace was of prime impor¬ 
tance tj» Die Eurofleans be¬ 
cause they need their money, 
resources and energy too 
Iwdly to waste them “on the 
completely destructive, hope¬ 
less |>aUi of war.” 

'Phe conference was at- 
tended by representatives 
from about 130 countries and 
25 international organizations, 
including the United Nations. 

The most dramatic part of 
the conference, she said, was 
the warm reception given the 
American delegation by the 
people from other countries, 
particularly the delegates 
from Southeast Asian coun¬ 
tries. 

When a peace a/ward was 
given posthumously to Martin 
lAjtlier King, ail the Ameri¬ 
cans went to receive ft and 
were given a three-minute 
standing ovation. 


Mrs. Brown said the atti¬ 
tude of the Americans there 
— none of them representing 
the government showed 
that ”We have seen the 
recreation of the peace move¬ 
ment ... more, we have seen 
the recreation of a truly 
peaceful peace movement.” 

The Americans were 
greeted “with warmth, 
friendship and acceptance” 
even from countries where 
the U.S. had meant tragedy, 
she said. 

Discussions at the amfet- 
ence covered topics of Indo- 
ctiina, the Middle East, 
racism and neo-colonialism, 
European security, neo- 
fascism and disarmament. 

(Mrs. brown said that cur- 
rent American and Canadian 
protests against the Amohitka 
nuclear test were brought up 
at the conference and ap¬ 
proved by the delegates. 

She was disappointed that 
there were no representatives 
from Communist China at the 
conference, she said, and it 
was agreed that Chinese 
should be encouraged to par¬ 
ticipate.

break on this deal. In 
fact, not only can the 
contract be made, it 
can be done without 
even looking at the 
East-West cards. 

You are South and 
oyer your respfjnse of 
two hearts, North 
makes the excellent 
raise to four hearts, 
far more constructive 
than a bid of three 
notrump, which would 
effectively prevent the 
heart slam from being 
reached. After check¬ 
ing on aces, you bid six 
hearts. The diamond Opening 
king is led, won in dummy. 

If you play a trump at this point the contract will 
collapse, as West will eventually get two trump tricks. 
Correct play is to enter the closed hand wMh a club and 
lead a trump towards the queen. 

When East shows void, the only chance is a throw-in 
against West. For this to work, declarer’s trumps must 
be reduced to the same length as West’s. 

Ruff a diamond, cash three rounds of spades, and ruff 
another diamond. Cash the clubs, ending in dummy, and 
play the thirteenth spade, ruffing with the king. 

If West overruffs, he has to lead away from 10-8 of 
trumps. If he doesn’t, you are home anyway.

Tlie Medical Services Com¬ 
mission. which administers 
the medicare ' plan, is given 
the authority to Heeftw or 
refuse to license a laboratory. 
It can also suspend, cancel, 
modify and/or renew a lie- 
ence. 

The commission can specify 
in die licence the iwthology, 
radiology and or electro- 
diagnostic services for which 
the laboratory is licensed. 

All lalioratories, whether 
public, private or in hospitals, 
come under the new regula¬ 
tions.

The National Film Board 
Film, Ballad of Crowfoot, 
while propounding the same 
thesis, was definitely interest¬ 
ing and well produced. 

Two poets, Kenny Dennis 
and Ron Coombes, provided 
recitations of their own 
works. Norman Sandford 
played original guitar music 
but the amplification seemed 
somewhat overdone. 

The show was billed to start 
at 8 p.m. At 7:55 p.m. half-a- 
dozen chilled patrons were 
waiting outside the ciosed 
doors of the hall. Ticket 
sellers appeared at about 8:20 
and the show got off the mark 
about 8:35. 

In other words, public rela¬ 
tions went awry somewhere 
along the line which might 
well have been further evi¬ 
denced by the fact that there 
were only about 50 people in 
an auditorium that seats 
around 548. 

That’s a pity If only be¬ 
cause the performance was 
novel and interesting. 


Attack 
Made 
On Arts 


YELLOWKNIFE N .W .T . 
(CP) — A stinging attack on 
the civil service highlighted a 
lengthy debate on government 
policy during a Thursday 
night sitting of the Northwest 
Territories council. 

Nicholas Sibbeston, oouncil- 
1 o r for Mackenzie-Liard, 
slashed into "civil service 
types" during discussion of a 
sessional paper outlining gov- 
eminent involvement in 
native art and handicrafts 
projects. 

He accused administration- 
appointed managers of con¬ 
centrating on arts and handi¬ 
craft! so much they "miss 
out on everyday opportunities 
when they crop up." 

Die administration should 
switoh its approach to other 
areas of economic opportunity 
and development. He told A1 
Ballantyne, Head of the terri¬ 
torial department of industry 
and development, he should 
"get a $30,000 businessman." 

‘We can’t waste time with 
ai tsy-craftsy stuff. 

"You have to be a business 
type to see the opportunities. 
But no, the government just 
doesn’t do things like that." 

He said sacks of potatoes 
grown in experimental agri¬ 
vulture programs were rotting 
because no markets had been 
found. 

Ballantyne said the attaoks 
on his staff were uncalled for 
and it was "not fair to make 
accusations against men who 
are not here to defend 
themselves. 

He said the rotting potatoes 
at Fort Simpson were seed 
potatoes for next year’s crop. 

"Like hejl they are,’’ Sib- 
besion snapped. 

Chairman Lyle Tremble, 
luunoillor f or Lower 
Mackenzie, defused the de¬ 
bate by calling for a coffee 
break. 

The sessional paper outlined 
proposed organized markets 
for Eskimo and Indian carv¬ 
ers and artists. 

Later in the debate, David 
Searle, councillor for Yellow¬ 
knife, said the program 
should be "de-emphasized" in 
favor of other possible eco¬ 
nomic development. 

He accused the government 
of assuming every Eskimo 
was an artist. 

"We don't say that every 
Eskimo is an artist, just as we 
don’t think every white per¬ 
son is a lawyer,” replied 
deputy commissioner John 
Parker.

But the apparent reluctance 
of juries to convict on lesser 
charges has put the squeeze 
on Choquette. 

The issue hit the floor of 
the legislature last week when 


Jean-Jacques Bertrand, then 
Opposition leader, offered to 
support the government if it 
softened or dropped certain 
charges. 

A similar approach was 
made by Hobart Burns, house 
leader of the separatist Parti 
Quebecois, who said he would 
be the first to congratulate 
Choquette if the justice minis¬ 
ter decided to withdraw cer¬ 
tain charges for lack of 
evidence, 

Choquette replied in general 
terms that justice is being 
done to accused persons as 
quickly as possible. But so far 
he has not indicated whether 


he will consider dropping or 
amending any charges 
Muoh of the public debate 
arose following the acquittal 
last week of political activists 
Charles Gagnon and Jacques 
Larue-Langlois, who faced 
seditions upMtfpiracy charges.

United States senators can walk into a 
shooting gallery just across the street from a 
1 hospital where addicts are supi»sed to lie 
recovering, when heroin can be bought on 
any street, then it’s a national tragedy," he 
said.

Maycir Courtney Htddock 
made an attempt Thursday to 
Huppresa publicaUon of the 
fact that the city of Vletoria 
will get $1,500 from the 
provincial government for a 
float Ut be entered in the 
Centennial Parade July 30 in 
Vanoeuver. 

Information that the prov¬ 
ince will contribute $1,500 to 
the float was contained in a 
letter to council from City 
Manager BUI Hooaon. 

The first part of the letter, 
(dating that total cost for the 
float will be $3,155, was read 
out by the assistant city olerk 
at Thursday’^ council meet¬ 
ing. 

He had just read, "Yester¬ 
day, June 33, word was 
received from the provincial 
government ..." when the 
mayor interrupted him. 

"That's all . , . that’s not 
for publication," he said. 

The clerk stopped reading; 
none of the aldermen chal¬ 
lenged the mayor'8 order and 
Haddock moved that council 
authorize spending $3,155 for 
the float. 

The motion was carried 
unanimously and Hoosons 
letter was received a* infor¬ 
mation. 

Following the meeting, re- 
porters aafced City Clerk 
Morran Waller for a copy of 
the letter, but their request 
was turned down. 

One oity hall spokesman 
said the mayor had no right 
to withhold part of the letter 
without council's approval. 

From other sources, re¬ 
mitters obtained a copy of the 
letter and this is the part that 
wus ordered kept secret by 
Haddock: 

"Yesterday, June 23, word 
was received from the pro¬ 
vincial government that they 
would contribute $1,500 to¬ 
wards the cost of constructing 
this float and sending it to 
Vancouver. 

"A c cordingly, it is re¬ 
quested that city council 
authorize an additional $055 
from the city of Victoria to 
make the total of $3,155." 

Council, however, had no 
opportunity of allotting only 
$655 because that part of the

The city of Victoria is 
worried over the possible 
proliferation, of homes in the 
city that care for persons 
recovering from mental di- 
Besses. 

City council ordered its 
welfare department Thursday 
to prepare a study on the 
need for such facilities and to 
make recom mendations 
aimed at spreading them over 
the Greater Victoria area. 

The warning that "more 
information on the matter ia 
required" before approving 
additional community care 
licences fm* homes which care 
for persons discharged from 
mental hospitals came from 
the city’s Advisory Planning 
Commission. 

A report from the APC to 
council said ti)e "commission 
has been advised of an urgent 
problem experienced by the 
psychiatric-medical profession 
in regard to follow-up care of 
persons wlien they are dis¬ 
charged from the Eric Martin 
Institute." 1 

The report said policies 
governing this problem were 
urgently needed. 

"The commission is, at 
present, unaware of the pre¬ 
cise size and nature of the 
problem and what tin effects 
might be on a residential 
community," It said.

telephoned him from Ottawa 
to say he wanted to find out 
in die Commons why tfiere 
were “discrepancies" between 
a conciliation board report 
and the latest company offer. 

The spokesman declined to 
reveal the latest crown 
company offer. Douglas has 
decided that in the Monday 
sitting of the Commons he 
will lay before the r the 
union's case. “He will de¬ 
mand answers as to why 
these discrepancies between 
the company offer and the 
report exist,’’ the spokesman 
said. 

The 28 member* of the 
union in Nanaimo are striking 


for a first contract with die 
crown company. A similar 
number began a strike 
against another defence de¬ 
partment underground instal¬ 
lation Tuesday at Valcartier, 
Que. 

Two other demands sought 
by UNDE are: 

• A raise of 80 cents an 
hour over two years above 
tile current basic pay of (3.81 
an hour.

• A classification guaran¬

School Closes Doors on Past 


DUNCAN — Another chapter in die 
history of Duncan education ended this week 
w hen the last one-room sciiool here closed its 
doors. 

Die York Road sciiool, located on whpl is 
now the Trans-Canada Highway, was opened 
in 1914. It had lieen built so tiiat children 
living on ths east side of die railway would 
not hava to cross tJuy tracks, which were the 
main transport fur the areas’ booming 
logging industry. 

Tiie school was purchased last year by the 
city of Duncan from the Duncan School 
Board, but operated as an annex to 
Alexander elementary school, housing 33 
Grade 4 students. 

Although die one room sciiool concept is 
fast disappearing from modem education, die 
York R>ad school was nothing new to teacher 
Dill Taylor, who taught at the acbool last 
year. 


His previous teaching (mat had i«en an 
isolated une-romi school in the wilderness 
northern British Columbia, where he taught 
Grades 3 to 8. 

to an interview, Taylor described some of 
The advantages and disadvantages of Uie 
school. 

“The biggest advantage is dial a teacher 
can watch die social growth of a child to a 
greater degree than he could in a larger 
school. I am widi the students during recess 
and lunch hour, as vyell as during class time. 

“So it is possible for me to encourage die 
shyer students to participate more and to 
channel the energies of tiie more extroverted 
students," Taylor said. 

Another adv antage lie listed was die fact 
tiiat the children were under no outside 
influence. “In a larger sciiool the older 
children set the tone for the younger ones, 
whereas here they are able to play widi their 
own group.” 


School \iti in the one room school did. 
tuiwever, present its problem*- “because it is 
an older building, die York sciiool was not as 
attractive us it might have lieen., and die 
plumbing facilities were i»oor," said Taylor. 

But die biggest disadvantage, he said, wa* 
tiie lack of pqdper resource and research 
facilities. “We used die library at die 
Alexander school during the year, hut as this 
was a mile away it was not often feasible to 
take die children. It was also difficult to 
obtain teaching aids, such as projectors, 
films and tapes, but we did manage quite 
well." 

Although Thursday was the last time die 
York Road school will see die students in 
class, it will not lie a final separation for 
Taylor and his students. He is slated to teach 
Grade 5 at Alexander next year, and as a 
result, will have most of Ids former students 


While tiiey could go to a 
psychiatrist Zorkin said there 
was no place fur prolonged 
observation. 

Since Ihe start of the camp 
six years ago, 150 youngsters 
had attended. Costs were high 
about 1350 per child for (lie 
two week period. However 
results had proved worth¬ 
while, with noticeable im¬ 
provement in every child 
having camp ex|>ericnoe. 

Parents are also involved. 
2 nd all parents of children 
attending must tiiemselves 
attend an obligatory scmijiar. 
where the parents themselves 
outline their child's problems 
as they see them. 

“This is the only camp of 
its kind in B.C. or indeed in 
Canada," Zorkin said. “In six 
years, in spite of all en¬ 
quiries, in spile of the fact 
this experiment has been 
diM'.ussed at every psychiatric 
conference all across Canada, 
no one elsewhere has started 
anything similar." 

High costs, which involve 
the raising of at least 413,000 
or 414.000 every year, and Hie 
fact that many people don’t 
consider a child of seven or 
eight has any problem beyond 
being “a had litde kid" help 
to keep other groups from 
undertaking a similar scheme

newsmen readied tiie room and a camera 
crew turned on its lights tiie addicts became* 
angry, one threatening to use his knife on tiie 
senator. The senators, newsmen and anti¬ 
drug officials turned and fled to tiie street. 

Hughes later said lie felt “It was a 
dangerous place to be in.” _ 

“When it's so wide open that three or four 
United States senators can walk into a 
sliooting gallery just across the street from a 
hospital wiiere addicts are supjiosed to tie 
recovering, when heroin can be bought on 
any street, then it's a national tragedy," he
